Borough turns blue as Tories take control of Kingston Council

Liberal Democrat rule over 
Kingston Council has been smashed 
by the Tories, who won outright for 
the first time in two decades. 

There were tears, snoring, and 
several recounts - with the Nor- 
biton vote not finally tallied until 
Sunday, giving Labour a small 
foothold in the Guildhall after 


four years away. 

Lib Dem leader Liz Green conced¬ 
ed defeat to Tory deputy leader 
David Cunningham at about 7.30am 
on Friday, after a delayed trickle of 
results made the outcome in¬ 
evitable. 

Lib Dem MP Edward Davey admit¬ 
ted early in the night he “would be 
surprised” if his party won. 

Coun Green said: “Obviously 
we’re disappointed that we no 
longer have control. We’ve lost 
some good councillors. 


“There’s no particular point at 
which you thought, ‘That’s it’, until 
you got down to those very split 
wards. I honestly couldn’t pin it 
down really because of the split 
votes. 

“We will be challenging the Con¬ 
servatives and making sure how 
they are going to pay for some of 
their pledges, how they are going to 
protect the voluntary sector.” 

Voters had three votes to cast and 
many chose to use them on candi¬ 
dates from different parties, slowing 


down the final counting process. 

The first result did not come in 
until 6.30am on Friday. 

Coun Cunningham said: “Every¬ 
body gets very on edge, but it was an 
excellent night for us. 

“There were a lot of people unhap¬ 
py on the night that it was taking so 
long. I think having the European 
vote on the same night obviously 
complicated things.” 

The deposed Lib Dems lost seven 
seats, dragging their total down to 
18 against the Tories’ 28. 


Labour has two seats while UKIP 
failed to gain any, despite chairman 
Vic Bellamy’s 718 votes in Chessing- 
ton North and Hook. 

The Conservatives said gaining a 
seat in Alexandra ward at the 
expense of Lib Dem Neil Houston, 
who had moved from Surbiton Hill, 
was “all important”. 

Yesterday the party was set to vote 
on who would be its leader in power.

Mum speaks of grief at 
loss of her ‘caring’ son

The mother of a young man 
who died after being 
punched twice on a train 
says she has cried “every 
single night” since. 

Warsame Warsame, 24, 
died on March 4 last year, 
two days after he was found 
unconscious lying on a 
train between Wimbledon 
and Raynes Park. 

His attacker, Rhys Stacey 
Parchment, 25, from 
Wallington, was found 
guilty of manslaughter last 
Tuesday, following a two 
week trial at Blackfriars 
Crown Court. 

Basra Warsame, from 
Gloucester Road, Norbiton, 
said: “It’s affected all of us 
very badly. 

“I cry and cry every single 
night. 

“He was a nice, happy, 
humble, caring person who 
looked after others. 

“People who knew 
Warsame will tell you he 
was a joker, singer, happy to 
be with people, even if he 
didn’t know you.” 

Her son, who was living at 
the YMCA in Surbiton, had 
health issues, including a 
genetic condition that re¬ 
quired three bouts of kid¬ 
ney dialysis a week at St 


Helier Hospital in Sutton. 

He was also on anti-psy- 
chotic drugs, prescribed 
after he was bottled in a 
nightclub in 2007, which 
changed his behaviour. 

But he had stopped taking 
the medication in the days 
leading up to his death - 
and had uncharacteristical¬ 
ly attacked a YMCA worker 
the night before the fatal 
assault. 

Mrs Warsame, who moved 
to England from Somalia in 
1990 when her son was two 
years old, said: “He always 
tried to make me happy. 

“When he was in hospital 
or getting dialysis, he would 
dance and make me laugh. 


“But since 2007, when 
he was hit in the head, 
he became a different 
Warsame. 

“He would get angry, al¬ 
though he was not a fighter. 

“He would knock on my 
door at one in the morning 
saying ‘I’m scared, I’m 
scared’. 

“All the time he’s running 
around saying he’s scared.” 

Witnesses who spoke dur¬ 
ing the trial claimed to hear 
the former Raynes Park 
High School student say 
“wagwan” to Stacey Parch¬ 
ment, before the graphic de¬ 
signer got up from his seat 
and punched Mr Warsame 
twice in the head.

Stacey Parchment claimed 
he slapped then punched 
Mr Warsame after the latter 
tried to steal his phone. 

Mrs Basra extended her 
condolences to the family of 
Stacey Parchment, who is 
now almost certainly facing 
a prison sentence. 

She said: “I feel what 
every mother feels. I want 
my children to be OK. They 
didn’t kill Warsame. 

“But whatever happens 
now, Warsame is dead.” 

Stacey Parchment was 
granted bail to get his af¬ 
fairs in order, and was due 
to be sentenced today, 
Thursday, May 29. 


Waiting to find out costs of market delay 



Taxpayers may have to wait 
months to find out whether 
the overrunning Ancient 
Market Place regeneration 
scheme has cost more than 
its £3m budget. 

Traders finally moved back 
in from Memorial Gardens 
on Monday, a month later 
than originally planned, with 
contractors Balfour Beatty 
still working. 

It is understood the build¬ 
ing firm and Kingston Coun¬ 
cil reached an “acceleration” 
agreement to meet the ex¬ 
tended deadline of May 16. 

Builders worked overtime 
and at weekends to hurry up 
the project, at extra cost. 

Speaking before the council 
elections Conservative Coun¬ 
cillor David Cunningham ac¬ 
cused the ruling Liberal 
Democrat party of speeding 
up the project in order to fin¬ 
ish before polling day. 

He said: “I have my own 
reservations about the 
scheme, but I am unhappy be¬ 
cause they are spending 
extra money in order to pull 
back the completion date for 
political reasons.” 

Lib Dem leader Liz Green 


said who pays for the project 
would be decided when the 
marketplace was finished, 
but denied it had been rushed 
in time for election day. 

She said: “As far as I’m 
aware, we are not over bud¬ 
get, but we won’t know until 
months down the line. 

“If the overrun was the 
contractor’s fault then they 
will pick up the tab, if it was 
our fault then we pick up the 
tab.” 

Project manager Mark 
Teasdale, said he was no 
longer willing to answer 
questions and referred calls 
back to Kingston Council. 

Mr Teasdale’s phone num¬ 
ber is advertised on the pro¬ 
ject website saying: “Mark is 
the Kingston ancient market 
project manager. Mark can 
explain how the scheme fits 
into the council’s wider vi¬ 
sion for the enhancement of 
Kingston town centre.” 

A Kingston Council 
spokesman declined to an¬ 
swer questions as to whether 
the project was expected to be 
over budget. Last week it was 
claimed the project had not 
overrun. 


No explanation has been 
given as to why several differ¬ 
ent finish dates were still 
being displayed on the pro¬ 
ject website. 

A statement said: “As 


stated last week, we are get¬ 
ting on with finishing the last 
few bits of work to complete 
the whole market place 
project during the rest of 
May.”

A suspected jewel thief left his mobile 
phone - complete with “selfie” - at the 
Kingston store where he is alleged to 
have stolen £18,000 worth of rings. 

Kingston police are appealing for help 
to find Germain Ibrahim Fofana, a 27- 
year-old French national who is wanted 
for offences across London, including 
shoplifting, robbery and burglary. 

He is suspected of stealing two en¬ 
gagement rings and a wedding band 
worth a total of £18,000 from Ernest 
Jones in Clarence Street on Sunday, 
May 18. 

But in his rush to escape the store, the 
suspect left behind a bag that included 
a mobile phone - with what appeared to 
be a self-portrait for a screensaver. 

The theft happened at about 1.45pm 
on Sunday, May 18. 

A man and a woman entered the store 
with a child in a buggy and asked a 
shop assistant about engagement rings. 

The woman pointed out two rings she 
liked and wanted to look at. 

The couple then left the shop saying 
they were going to see jewellery at an¬ 
other store and would return. 

The man returned half an hour later 
and asked the same shop assistant to 


look at the two engagement rings as 
well as a wedding band. 

He then ran out of the store - leaving 
his bag behind. 

Detective Sergeant Damion Cum¬ 
mings, from Kingston CID, said: “In his 
hurry to run out of the shop, the sus¬ 
pect left his mobile phone on the table 
alongside his bag. 

“The phone lit up, having received a 
text message, and a picture of the sus¬ 
pect was saved as the background. 

“The shop assistant who served him 
was able to identify the person in the 
picture. 

“Having conducted further enquiries 
the suspect has been identified as Ger¬ 
main Ibrahim Fofana, a 27-year-old 
French national. 

“We also know he is wanted for fur¬ 
ther offences including shoplifting, rob¬ 
bery and burglary across some other 
London boroughs.” 

Mr Fofana is about 5ft 7in. He has a 
French accent, is of slim build and has 
short black hair. 

He was last seen wearing a light blue 
shirt, grey suit trousers and boating 
shoes. 

His female colleague is of large build 
and was wearing all black clothing. She 
had long black hair.

Thieves targeting parked cars

More than 1,000 items includ¬ 
ing laptop computers, purses, 
wallets, toys and even marine 
equipment have been stolen 
from cars across Kingston as 
drivers are still leaving 
their valuables inside. 

Two items from the 
wheelchair/pushchair/pram 
category were stolen in 
October. 

Kingston police figures 
showed thieves targeted 
parked vehicles in the bor¬ 
ough between 6pm and 7pm 
more so than any other time 
of day, with 74 parked cars 
broken into during that time 
in the past 14 months. 

Leatherhead Road in Chess- 
ington was the road that had 
the most vehicle break-ins in 
the borough followed by 
Robin Hood Way in Kingston 
Vale. 


Jim Taylor, vice-chairman 
at Chessington Residents’ 
Association, said: “Our safer 
neighbourhood policing 
numbers have dropped con¬ 
siderably in the past six 
months so we have far less 
police presence in the streets 
than ever before. 

“So it’s hardly surprising 
that these types of crimes are 
on the rise - they are a direct 
result.” 

In total 694 vehicles were 
targeted by thieves between 
January 2013 and March 
2014, the Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation request revealed. 

Money, cards, 22 laptops 
and 56 mobile phones left in 
cars were all pounced on by 
thieves. 

No stolen mobile phones 
were ever recovered although 
a laptop, which was damaged, 
was. 

In March this year thieves 
targeted vehicles in Old 
Malden and Worcester Park 
over a five-day spree 


including in Brockenhurst 
Avenue, Romney Road and 
Malden Way. 

Police believed many of 
these cars were left unlocked. 

Chief Inspector Gary Tay¬ 
lor, from Kingston police, 
said: “Many of these thefts 
were preventable. 

“Taking simple steps, like 
locking your car when leav¬ 
ing it unattended, could pre¬ 
vent you becoming the victim 
of crime. 

“Thankfully sudden peaks 
in vehicle crime such as 
this are rare in Kingston, 
and when they do occur we 
are quick to identify them, 
and to task officers into 
the area to deal with the 
problem.”
